Lies My Father 
Told Me: A true story 


Life in a Montreal immigrant ghetto 
during the 1920s was such a telling 
experience for writer Ted Allen that 
it needed three distinct formats—a 
short story, a radio play and now a 
motion picture—to do it justice. A 
composite of Allen's childhood, the 
movie explores his relationship with 
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and his ambitious inventor father. 

When a magazine editor needed 
a short story in 1949, Allen dashed 
out a 26-page tale in three hours, re- 
ceiving the handsome sum of five 
dollars. He was then quickly com- 
missioned to write a radio play 
based on his story. A mid-1960s ra- 
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dio revival brought the story to the 
attention of a film producer. The 
movie, released in 1975, was de- 
scribed by critic Judith Crist as a 
“warm and funny and touching tale.”

The Blue Bird flies 
from Russia with love 


The third screen adaptation of The 
Blue Bird makes a unique contribu- 
tion to both foreign policy and film 
finance. The story of two children on 
a magical search for the blue bird 
of happiness, the movie stars Liz 
Taylor, Jane Fonda and Cicely Ty- 
son. Co-produced, co-financed and 
co-distributed by Russian and Amer- 
ican groups, The Blue Bird is the first 
movie jointly done by the world’s 
most unlikely business partners. 
After a U.S.—Hungarian associa- 
tion during the filming of The Fixer 
in 1968 proved to be beneficial to

both countries, the U.S.S.R. hinted 
thatit, too, wanted to be in pictures. 
In 1975, after détente had finally 
cleared the way, The Blue Bird be- 
gan shooting in Leningrad. 

Cold, cuisine and communication 
were the major stumbling blocks. 
The shivering cast traded various 
strains of communist flu all winter, 
while packages from London's Fort- 
num and Mason fought off borscht 
boredom. It was not uncommon to 
take an hour to explain a particular 
direction to Russian technicians. As 
Jane Fonda succinctly described 
the situation: “it’s alittle like detente 
itself. Shaky but holding together.”

Few lives are interesting enough to generate a readable paperback, yet 
the story of the incomparable Fanny Brice led to a best-selling biography, 
a record-breaking Broadway musical and Oscar-winning movie, Funny 
Girl, and now the long awaited sequel, on HBO this month, Funny Lady. 
Life and love were never easy for Fanny. Her saga began in 1905, 
when, at 13, she won an amateur night contest in Brooklyn. A winding 
road took her from talent nights to road shows and burlesque be- 
fore ending in a role in “College Girl.” When Fanny went on stage, 
singing an Irving Berlin song with a Yiddish accent, it was clear she 
was a great comedienne. In 1910 Flo Ziegfeld saw her, signed her 
and starred her in his Ziegfeld Follies. 
Fanny's marriage to gambler Nicky Arnstein brought both pain 
and fame. In 1920, “My Man,” her torch song to Amstein 
—then on the run from a swindling charge— brought 
the house down. Famed as Fanny’s song for years, 
Funny Lady star Streisand gave it new life. 
Fanny was often funny about something that had 
caused her pain. Asked about her early career 
she quipped: “Listen kid! I've done everything in 
theatre except marry a property man.” 
Fanny divorced Arnstein in 1927 and two years 
later married Broadway showman Billy Rose. 
As shown in Funny Lady her love for 
Nicky lingered on through the nine 
years of her marriage to Rose. “I 
never loved the man | liked and I nev- 
er liked the man | loved,” she said. 
However, Fanny kept 
dio’s “Baby Snooks,” she amused 
listeners until she died in 1951

honesty and that strength—they 
brought her wonderful things, and 
heartbreak.

Timing can be crucial in both film 
making and horse racing. The impor- 
tance of waiting for just the right mo- 
ment can be seen inthe story behind 
Dead Cert, the pulse-pounding tale 
of a jockey’s single-handed attempt 
to “unfix” the British Grand National. 
Writer Dick Francis waited 11 years 
for the “right” director before bring- 
ing his 1962 best-selling thriller to 
the screen. 

Ten months after his horse mys- 
teriously faltered only 50 yards from 
victory in the 1956 Grand National 
steeplechase, jockey Francis decid- 
ed to start writing instead of riding. 
His 14 thrillers about horse racing 
have since sold more than five mil- 
lion copfes and have been praised 
by The New York Times as “prob- 
ably the best sports detective works 
ever written.” 

To bring Dead Cert, Francis’ first 
novel, to the screen as realistically 
as he had written it required the 
skills of famed director Tony Rich- 
ardson.
